CESPEDES SIGNS OATH AS PRESIDENT OF CUBA 


BUSES REQUIRED 
TO CARRY FLARES 


Recent Bill Provides For Use 
Of Red Or Yellow C au­ 
tion Signals. 


Operators of motor buses, omni­ 
buses for the carriage of pasengers 
for hire and every commercial mo­ 
tor vehicle having a carrying ca­ 
pacity of two tons or over must be 
equipped with at least two red or 
yellow burning danger or caution 
signals, on and after September I, 
according to a bill passed by the re­ 
cent legislature. 
The law provides that the above 
named vehicles must carry two red 
or yellow signal flares, similar 
to 
the type used as railway fuse sig­ 
nals and so constructed as to burn 
with a brilliant red or yellow light 
for not less than fifteen minutes. 
The law reads In part; 
"Whenever any such vehicle be­ 
comes disabled 
while within 
the 
limits of the traveled part of the 
highway to such an extent that it 
cannot proceed under its own pow­ 
er and its lighting is so disaoled 
that it 
constitutes a 
menace to 
other vehicular traffic the operator 
thereof shall cause to be continu­ 
ously displayed on the surface 
of 
the 
highway 
the red or 
yellow 
burning danger or caution signals 
In such a manner as to prevent per­ 
sonal injuries, loss of life and dam­ 
age to property by collision.” 
The penalty for failure to com­ 
ply with the new law is, upon con­ 
viction before a magistrate, a fine 
of 125 or in default of the payment 
of the fine, imprisonment for not 
more than ten days. 
TTie purpose of the new law is 
prevent accidents that occur after 
a large truck or bu3 Is disabled on 
the 
highway 
and 
other 
traffic 
crashes into the wreckage. 
The 
danger signals 
will light 
up the 
scene of the wreckage and will act 
as a warning signal to traffic to be 
careful.

“Oh. nothing much." said Kauff­ 
man, with a shrug of his shoulders, 
unconcerned and unperturbed as to 
the seriousness of the ordeal that 
confronts him. 
“Do you like to read?" he was 
asked. 
He Reads Magazines 
“Some. I don’t read books much. 
I don't like them. 
I 
don’t 
read 
newspapers much, either, but I like 
True Story magazine. T hat’s about 
the only thing I do read,’’ Kauff­ 
man replied. 
“I haven't missed a single Issue 
since I’ve been in here,” the self- 
confessed youthful slayer continued. 
“I like those stories,” 
Kauffman did 
not 
discuss the 
fatal shooting on the night of June 
II in his interview'. 
He was not 
asked any questions relative to that 
tragic episode in his life. 
He was 
not asked about his trial, but when 
he was asked how he 
felt, the 
young curly-headed youth replied: 
“Why should I worry? It doesn’t 
do you any good to worry. It never 
pays. 
And you know 
I 
havent 
anything to worry about.” 
Kauffman, who will be 22 years of 
age next March 27, told the Times 
reporter that he “used to have a 
girl. She lived in Philadelphia, but 
I don’t bother much about girls now. 
I haven’t written to her and she 
hasn’t written to me.”

The young prisoner said he play­ 
ed checkers and cards with his fel­ 
low prisoners but added, "there’s not 
much fun playing cards here. These 
fellows can’t play a sociable game. 
We start playing and first thing 
you know someone starts to cheat 
and I don’t Uke that."

THE WEALTHY MIND 
WONDER why it is th a t folks do not com m ent m ore upon people who 
have wealthy minds. 
A m an could have m illions in dollars and other 
m aterial wealth, yet be very poor in his mind. 
One of the poorest m en, materially, I have ever known was a m an 
who had a mind that was all wealth, which is but another way of saying 
th a t his mind was all beauty. 
Everybody loved him and he loved every­ 
body else. I never heard him speak meanly or bitterly about another h u ­ 
m an being. He was a great inspiration to me in my early days. He was 
finely educated and a great student of Shakespeare. 
But he no sooner 
earned a dollar th an he hunted up someone to spend it upon—for a meal, 
a jau n t into the country w ith children—or som ething. 
T h at man influenced my years of struggle m ore than anyone else 
whom I met after coming out of college. I wish he m ight know how m uch 
I appreciated his encouragem ent and his wealthy m ind. 
Perhaps he does 
—d ear old Jam es Goodm an! 
T hat was his nam e, and so rightly nam ed 
he was. 
Another wealthy m ind cam e to me in my college days—a Professor of 
M athem atics. 
<1 loathe m athem atics!) 
He was sterling all the way 
through, and every young m an loved him because he knew young men so 
well. 
He was a great booster for clean athletics and was a football fan 
w hen many colleges disputed football’s right am ong th e m ajor sports. 
B ut Professor W ard said th a t a few hard knocks were good for a boy— 
they were sure to get them later in life! 
Dr. Johnson’s early days were those of extrem e poverty. He wrote 
one of his great books (Rasselas) to defray the funeral expenses of his 
m other. And one rime someone, taking pity upon him , left a pair of shoes 
at his doorstep. But he threw them away! 
He was very proud, as well 
as poor. 
Yet few m en have had greater wealth of m ind, and few men 
have left the impress of their personality upon the world as did Dr. Jo h n ­ 
son. 
I have spent hours w ith wealthy men—w ealthy in accumulation and 
gain—but the greatest m en I have ever known have been those whose 
m inds were full of richness and whose hearts vibrated with the glow of 
gold. 
I like that quotation th a t came to me as a boy: 
‘ Kind hearts are 
m ore th an coronets, and sim ple faith than N orm an blood!”
